fruit  size  was  correlated  with  the  num¬ 
ber  of  fruiting  uprights  per  area,  and 
thus  may  have  an  effect  on  yield 
components. 

Fruit  size  was  not  related  to  yield  in 
this  study.  However,  if  carbohydrates 
for  fruit  growth  came  primarily  from 
fruiting  uprights,  increasing  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  flowering  and  fruiting  up¬ 
rights  in  large  fruited  cranberry  culti- 
vars  should  increase  yields.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  nonfruiting  uprights  are 
important  sources  of  carbohydrate  for 
fruit  growth,  increasing  the  proportion 
of  fruiting  uprights  alone  may  have  a 
deleterious  effect. 
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
